To 
encourage thofe Collonels, they brave been promis'd 
to be made Brigsdiers ; an@ their Subalrerns are 
promis’d to be advarc’d. To each Collonel 1500 
Livres are given, as a Gratification ; 900 Livres to 
eaci: Licutenant-Collonel and Major ; 600 Livres to 
each Captain ; and to Inferior Officers in Proporti- 
on: They have’receiv'’d their Money, and are or- 
der’d to be at Dunkirk the 7th or 81h, in Order to 
imba:k the roth ; and Men have work’d Day and 
Night to fi: out the Ships. M. d’Andrefelle, who 
pretended had receiv'’d a confiderable Sum, to 
go to the Milaneze and the Mantuan to pay whac 
was left owing there by the King’s Troops, is made 
Intendant of this Body. Zhe Count de Forbin is to
